Throughout all 
these dietaries there was shown very 
little comprehension of the actual nu­ 
tritive value of the food purchased, the 
selection apparently being made accord­ 
ing lo some whim or taste, the presence 
of oertain food materials in the m arket, 
or because the housekeeper has become 
accustomed to purchasing certain kinds 
of food, 
The larger number of families spent 
more than they really could afford for 
food aud yet frequently received insuffi­ 
cient nourishment. 
The question how 
these people could have obtained more 
nutrim ent for the money expenditure is 
answered only in the most general terms. 
It is suggested that one of the best 
and surest ways to improve the condi­ 
tion cd the poor is to give them practical 
instructions aud object lessons la the 
preparation of attractive yet simple and 
cheap foods. 
The subjects upon which 
the women'should be instructed include 
lessons upon the best and most nutri­ 
tious food materials aud those best 
adapted in point of cost and ease rf 
preparation to the needs and circum­ 
stances of the family, aud instruction 
such as shall enable the housekeeper to 
prepare simple, wholesome and palata­ 
ble dishes frow such food.

While skating is new m e cf (lie mon 
popular sports cf the winter season it 
la only comparatively a few years since 
it has become so in this city. When the 
Central park was I ring constructed in 
1860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced thai 
it would I e thrown open for the use cf 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could not bf 
induced to go on tho ice. 
The skates 
then in use were cf the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of tho foot, ending 
in a ringlike c u rl 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next w inter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice aud organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
with the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
away 
with, the runner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball aud socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. 
These be 
came popular that w inter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for worn 
en.

mg specimen s of the food materials to 
analysis for the purpose of learning 
their nutritive values. 
The people in whose families the 
studies were made represented a large 
number of occupation a 
In some in­ 
stances they were slovenly and shiftless 
and took little interest in the appear­ 
ance of their bennes and tables. 
Other 
families, though ignorant, were willing 
and anxious to learn how they might 
improve their habits of living. 
In many of the families there was no 
attempt marie to spread aa attractive j

rations among those who are familiar 
with the habits o f the lower classes of . 
wageworkers, the report continues, is to 
the effect that a not iuconrid**rah!.! 
amount of the prevalence of intem per­ 
ance can be traced to poor food and un­ 
attractive home tables- Throughout all 
these dietaries there was shown very 
little com probe-muon of the actual nu­ 
tritive value of the food purchased, the 
selection nppareatly being made accord­ 
ing to some whim or taste, the presence 
cf certain food materials in the m arket, 
or because the housekeeper baa become 
accustomed to purchasing certain kinds 
of food. 
The larger number of families spent 
more than they really coaid afford for 
food and yet frequently received insuffi­

SKATING IN OLD'DAYS. 


flow Mi# Sport Hm #qh] r«iwl#r la flew 


Y o r k C ity . 
While skating la new m e cf the mort 
popular sports cf the winter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it has become so in this city. When the 
Central park was Icing constructed in 
1860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would Le thrown open for the use of 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could uot bs 
induced to go ou tho ice. 
The skates 
then in use were cf the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of tho foot, ending 
In a ringlike curl. 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, aud the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating club, ba\ing a 
regulation patterned f-kate, almost even 
with the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
away 
with, the ruuner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball aud socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. 
These be 
came popular that w inter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for worn 
en. 
Tho prejudice, however, still ex 
isted among the latter, until tho club 
Invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen 
tral park and skate w ith the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dn 
sim ilar to that worn in w inter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by lier artistic 
skating as to attract much notice. 
The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 1862-8 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the elubdnring the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable w inter amusement*

UNATTRACTIVE HOME TABLES

W AKIU XBTOX, Feb. IL—Tho result of 
Investigation* into tho food habit* of a 
mini lier of families in the congested did* 
t riels of New York city iu 1895 aud IWM 
hate boon made public by the ngricnl- 
tural department In a report en ti I led 
"Dietary Studio* in New York City.” 
The report wa* prepared by Profcasor* 
W. O. Atwater aud U. D. Wood*, nuder 
whoso immediate direction the ineeati* 
ga ti on* were cond act cd. The general 
{dan of the inquiry consisted in visiting 
a number of typical families in the 
worst congested portions of the city, ob* 1 
serving the kind* and a z ilu t* of food 
which they bought and prices which j 
they paid, noting whether they obtained 
good weight and in ca in re. aud subject­ 
ing specimen * of the food material* to 
analysis for the purpose at learning 
their nutritive value*. 
The people in whose families the 
studies were made represented a large 
number of occupation*. 
In some in­ 
stance* they were slovenly and shiftless 
and took little interest in the appear­ 
ance of their homes and tables. Other 
families, though ignorant, were willing 
and anxious to learn how they might 
improve their habit* of living. 
In many of the families there wa* no 
attempt made to spread an attractive j 
table. 
One of the most commem obser- 
vat ion* among those who are familiar . 
with the habits of the lower classes of . 
wageworkers, the report continue*, is to J 
the effect that a not inconsiderable 
amount of the prevalence of intemper­ 
ance can be traced to poor food and un­ 
attractive home tables- Throughout all 
these dietaries there was shown very 
little comprehension of the actual nu­ 
tritive value of the food purchased, the 
selection apparently being made accord­ 
ing to souse whim or taste, the presence 
at certain food materials in the market. 
or bechase the housekeeper has become 
accustomed to purchasing certain kinds 
of food. 
The larger number of families spent 
more than they really oould afford for 
food and yet frequently received insuffi­ 
cient nourishment. 
The question how 
these people coaid have obtained more 
nutriment for the money expenditure is 
answered only in the meet general term*. 
It is suggested that one of 11m beat 
aud surest ways to Improve the condi­ 
tion of the poor ut to give them practical 
last ruction* aud object lessons in tho 
preparation at attractive yet simple and 
cheap foods. 
The subjects upon which 
the women should be instructed include 
lessons upon the best and most nutri­ 
tious food materials and those best 
adapted in point of cost and ease >f 
preparation to the need* and circum­ 
stances of the family, and instruction 
such as shall enable the housekeeper to 
prepare simple, wholesome and palata­ 
ble dishes from such food.

A ti w men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could uet bf 
induced to go ou the ice. 
The skates 
then in use were cf the mcst antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of tho ft of, ending 
hi a ringlike cu rl 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
drat year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall wa* 
In such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice aud organized 
the New Yolk Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, ulmost even 
with the solo of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
sway 
with, the runner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball nud socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. 
These be 
came popular that w inter w ith the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for wom­ 
en. 
The prejudice, however, still ex 
isted among the latter, until the club 
Invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate w ith the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, sim ilar to that worn in w inter by 
women skaters in Europe, and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract much notice. 
The 
result was that before the season tudor! 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 1862-8 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the clubduriug the following season,
